Applicant's argument filed June 13, 2006 have been found persuasive. Therefore, the Declaration of Prior Invention Under 37 CFR 
1.131 rejection have been withdrawn by providing draft application having both figures and claims for proof of conception in paragraph 2 
and exhibit 1 of the Atterney Affidavit filed on August 28, 2000. 

1 . Applicant's arguments filled on June 13, 2006 have been fully considered, however they are not persuasive because of the 
following reasons: 

2. Applicants argue that no motivation or suggestion exists to combine Pohlmann and Koeppel. In response to applicant's 
argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or 
motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this 
case, it would have allowed providers to perform automatic dynamic market testing and automatically adjusted served content based on 
responses from users (see Koeppel's col. 14 lines 38-62). 

3. Applicants argue that Koeppel fails to disclose automatically learned predicates to from the one or more correlation rules. In 
response to Applicant's argument, the Patent examiner maintain the rejection because Koeppel teaches automatically learned predicates 
to from the one or more correlation rules as shown in col. 12, lines 55-60, automatically update content rules. Koeppel clearly shows 
automatically learned predicates to from the one or more correlation rules. 
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
